This Cuſtom, ſay they, reaſonably introduced 
by the Church, of fo long a ſtanding, ought to be held 

for a Law. Permit us to reaſon againſt you upon your 
g own proper Principle. The Cuſtom of communicating 
the People under the two Kinds was reaſonably intro- 
duced by the Church, and introduced of a long time 
ſince, it ought then to be held for a Law which it was 
not ;awtul to reject or to change without the Authority 
of the Church. That it was reaſonably intoduced by 
the Church, is in my Opinion, what no one can diſpute, 
for it was done in the Primitive Chriſtian Church upcn 
the Example of Jeſas Chriſt himſelt, and at leaſt with 
a the Approbation of St. Paul.

Mouths and in our Stomachs that the Remiſſion of our 
Sins depends, or the Peace of our Conſciences, or the 
forwarding of our Regeneration, or the aſſurance of our 
eternal Happineſs.
